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SUMMARY 


This  barracks  area  is  located  in  the  north 
part:  of  Gvardeysk  and  is  secured  by  a single 
fence  (Figure  1). 

It  covers  approximately  70  acres  and  con- 
tains 1 administration  building,  5 barracks, 
15  storage  buildings,  3 vehicle  sheds,  1 vehicle 
maintenance  building,  and  2i  support  buildings 


(Figures  2 and  3). 

Good-quality  photography  from  KEYHOLE 
missions  between  September  1961  and  June  1964 
was  used  in  this  report.  No  significant  changes 
were  noted  during  that  period.  Comparative 
analysis  indicates  this  area  is  active  all  year.
